Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer, 

1925. 


' i'o  the  Chairman  arid  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  which  is  a  Survey 
Report — for  the  year  1925. 

The  Township  has  an  area  of  1724  acres  including 
the  Moor  Dam  (about  20  acres)  and  may  be  divided  into 
three  parts  according  to  altitude.  The  higher  and  more 
urban  portion  enjoys  a  height  varying  from  600  to  700  feet 
above  sea  level  ;  the  middle  runs  from  600  ft.  to  400  ft., 
while  the  lower  and  more  agricultural  part  of  the  District 
stretches  from  the  latter  to  the  River  Aire  which  at  this 
point  is  about  200  ft.  above  sea  level. 

The  London  Midland  &  Scottish  Company  runs  a 
branch  single  track  for  goods  traffic  only/ — from  the  Leeds 
and  Ilklev  line  at  Guiseley  across  the  middle  portion,  and 
the  electric  tramway  of  the  Leeds  Corporation  runs  through 
this  part  to  Guiseley  along  the  Kirkstall  and  Otley  main 
road. 


The  Midland  line  between  Leeds  and  Bradford  touches 
the  lower  part  of  the  Township  and  there  is  a  station  at 
Apperley  Bridge. 

The  Geological  formation  is  mainly  sandstone,  the 
quartzite  of  a  somewhat  porous  quality  predominating  in 
the  higher  parts,  while  that  of  the  lower  altitude  is  of  the 
laminated  or  flagstone  variety. 

There  are  deep  wells  at  several  of  the  factories  and 

dyeworks. 

•/ 
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There  is  a  Public  Park  and  Recreation  Ground 
of  about  8  acres  of  land  given  by  the  late  Mr.  Jonathan 
Peate  and  opened  in  1903. 

It  consists  of  ornamental  grounds  with  facilites  for 
playing  bowls,  tennis,  & c. 

What  is  known  as  the  Dam  Field  (including  the  Moor 
dam  of  about  20  acres)  has  been  acquired  by  the  Council, 
with  the  intention  of  developing  it  for  the  purposes  of 
recreation. 

This  is  an  important  centre  for  skating  in  the  Winter¬ 
time  and  the  lake  has  been  let  to  the  Bradford  Model  Yacht 
&  Power  Boat  Company  for  the  present  season. 

Woollen  textiles  form  the  staple  product  of  the 
district  ;  piece  dyeing  employs  large  numbers  of  men  and 
other  industries  include  agriculture,  worsted  spinning, 
metal  working,  gas  making,  quarrying,  etc. 

During  the  year  the  Yorkshire  Electric  Power  Com¬ 
pany  through  a  subsidary  company — The  Electrical 
Distribution  of  Yorkshire — have  brought  their  cables 
through  the  Township  and  are  now  supplying  electric 
current  for  lighting  purposes  to  anyone  wishing  to  adopt 
it.  The  price  is  7d.  per  unit. 

I11  common  with  many  other  districts,  during  the 
past  five  years  there  has  been  a  remarkable  development  in 
motor  bus  fraffic,  vehicles  now  running  to  Leeds,  Green- 
gates  and  Shipley  at  regular  intervals  daily  and  to  Otley  011 
certain  days  of  the  week. 

A  new  Cinema  capable  of  seating  some  700  persons 
was  opened  during  the  year,  making  the  second  house  for 
this  kind  of  entertainment  in  daily  operation. 

Population. 

Extracts  from  Census  of  1921. 

94  per  cent  of  the  structurally  separate  dwellings  are 
returned  as  private  houses,  while  6  per  cent  are  attached  to 
shops,  offices,  warehouses,  etc.  The  number  of  rooms  per 
dwelling  averages  4-48  the  number  of  families  per  dwelling 
being  i-o2.  Persons  per  family  being  3  99  against  4- 19  in 
19 1 1 .  The  number  of  rooms  per  person  is  ri.  The  increase 
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in  the  number  of  dwellings  191  1  — 1921  was  101  or  57  per 
cent.  The  increase  in  private  families  during  the  same 
period  was  128  or  7-3  per  cent.  This  gives  a  deficiency  of 
292  rooms  in  1921  on  the  basis  of  the  England  and  Wales 
standard.  417  persons  are  living  more  than  2  persons  to  a 
room  against  185  in  1911,  percentages  of  5  5  and  2  5  respec¬ 
tively.  The  average  age  of  the  population  is  :-males  31-5 
yrs.  ;  females  32-2  yrs.  The  number  of  married  women 
aged  less  than  45  per  thousand  females  of  all  ages  is  234  and 
there  are  Ti49  females  per  1000  males.  The  number  of  textile 
male  workers  per  1000  males  aged  12  and  over  is  472,  while 
668  per  1000  occupied  females  are  engaged  in  this  occupation. 

There  are  14  female  indoor  domestic  servants  per  1000  of 
the  population. 

Of  the  total  population  of  7592,  3532  are  males  and 
4060  are  females.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  17  males  since 
1911  and  an  increase  of  169  females,  a  nett  increase  of  152. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  births  over  deaths  was  279  i.e . 
127  more  than  the  actual  increase. 

The  area  of  the  Township  is  1724  acres  and  there  is 
an  average  of  4-4  persons  per  acre.  There  are  1890  private 
families,  i860  structually  separate  dwelings  with  8297 
occupied  rooms,  an  average  of  11  per  person. 

There  are  1895  buildings  containing  dwellings  and  154 
buildings  not  containing  dwellings,  with  17  in  course  of 
erection.  31  dwellings  were  vacant  011  census  night  and 
three  were  occupied  by  caretakers, 

Of  the  dwellings  453  have  1 — 3  rooms.  1130  have 
4 — 5  rooms.  283  have  6 — 8  rooms  and  25  have  9  or  more 
rooms,  a  total  of  1891. 

There  are  4  dwellings  occupied  by  11011-private  families- 
The  dwellings  occupied  by  one  private  family  numbered 
1831  ;  those  occupied  by  2  private  families,  28  ;  and  those 
occupied  by  3  or  more  private  families,  1.  Total  dwellings 
occupied  by  private  families  numbered  i860 ;  and  the 
number  of  private  families  therein  1890. 

7  Families  occupy  one  roomed  dwellings 
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Of  4060  females,  1629  are  married,  2111  single,  319 
widowed  and  one  divorced.  Of  the  males  1592  are  married, 
1798  are  single,  and  142  are  widowers. 

The  estimated  population  at  the  middle  of  1925  is 
7435 — a  decrease  of  86  on  the  previous  year — and  is  based 
on  the  1921  figures  after  allowance  for  the  rates  of  natural 
increase  or  decrease  as  evidenced  by  the  births  and  deaths 
in  the  area  and  “  of  migrations  as  indicated  from  other 
sources  of  information  such  as  the  change  in  the  numbers 
on  the  Parliamentary  registers  and  the  migration  returns 
obtained  by  the  Board  of  Trade.” 

The  total  births  during  the  five-yearly  period  num¬ 
bered  623  and  the  deaths  541  giving  a  natural  increase  of  82. 
As  it  stands  the  population  is  5  less  than  in  1911  and  only 
39  more  than  than  in  1891. 

Rateable  Valuable. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  District  for  Poor  Rate 
purposes  is  ^*41594  17s.  6d.  and  that  for  the  District  Rate 
^40594  12s.  6d.,  a  penny  rate  producing  £162  (approx.) 

Since  1921  there  has  been  a  re-valuation  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  by  which  the  assessment  has  been  increased  about  60 
per  cent. 

The  amount  of  Poor-Taw  (outdoor)  Relief  was  in 
money  ^1513  2s.  6d.  and  in  kind  ^401  11  8;  a  total  of 
^1914  14  2.  In  1921  it  was  £2505  6  11. 


Birth-Rate 


The  registered  births  numbered  107 — 48  boys  and  59 
girls — of  which  4  were  illigitimate,  giving  a  birth-rate  of 
I4'5  per  thousand  of  the  population  against  i6-8  for  the 
previous  year. 

The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  i8’3. 

Death-Rate. 

The  nett  number  of  deaths  was  109 — 55  males  and 
54  females,  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  I4’6  per  thousand  of  the 
population  against  15-5  for  1924.

Nursing  arrangements,  Hospitals  and  other 
Institutions  available  for  the  districts. 

The  Yeadon  Nursing  Association  provide  a  nurse 
(trained)  for  general  work. 

For  Infectious  Diseases  e.g.  Measles,  the  Health 
Visitor  provided  by  the  County  Council  has  rendered  useful 
help. 

Midwives. — No  midwife  is  employed  or  subsidised  by 
the  local  authority, 

There  is  one  practising  Midwife  who  is  fully  trained 
nurse  and  holds  the  Health  Visitors’  and  Maternity  and 
Child’s  Welfare  Certificates  of  the  Sanitary  Institute. 
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Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

A  School  Clinic  is  run  at  the  South  View  Schools  by 
the  County  Authority  who  also  provide  a  Dispensary  at 
Guiseley  for  the  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 

Venereal  Diseases  aretieated  at  special  clinics  at  the 
Leeds  General  Infirmary  and  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  at 
Bradford. 

Hospitals. 

The  County  Council  provide  Sanitoria  for  Tuber¬ 
culosis  while  provision  is  available  for  the  treatment  of 
Fevers  and  Smallpox  by  a  Joint  Committee  representing 
all  the  Local  Authorities  in  the  Wharfedale  Union. 

The  Leeds  General  Infirmary,  the  Women  &  Children’s 
Hospital  and  the  Maternity  Hospital  at  Leeds;  the 
Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Kye  and  E^r  Hospital  at  Brad¬ 
ford  are  variously  utilized  fora  large  number  of  cases. 

All  these  are  Voluntary  Institutions  and  the  general 
public  subscribe  to  them  through  the  organisation  of  a  local 
Hospital  Committee. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  cases  are  all  removed  by  Moto1 
Ambulance  kept  at  the  Fever  Hospital. 

(b)  Non-Infectious  and  accident  cases  are  provided 
for  by  a  Motor  Ambulance  run  on  voluntary  lines  by  the 
Guiseley  branch  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association. 

Laboratory  Work. 

Bacteriogical  Examinations  are  carried  out  by  the 
County  Council,  at  Wakefield. 

Suitable  outfits  are  provided  and  sent  to  the  Medical 
Practitioners  who  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered, 
mainly  in  cases  of  Tuberculosis  Diphtheria  and  Enteric 
Fever.

Water  Supply. 

This  consists  of  moorland  surface  water  collected  on 
Hawksworth  Moor  in  a  reservoir  holding  about  ioo 
million  gallons. 

The  water  is  conveyed  by  two  iron  mains  some  4  or 
5  miles  to  tne  township  one  being  used  for  supplying  the 
various  factories  in  the  District  and  the  other  the  domestic 
consumers. 

The  supply  is  sufficient  and  of  good  quality  and  has 
been  constant  throughout  the  year,  the  houses  being 
directly  connected. 

The  water  is  plumbo  solvent  and  since  1896  there  has 
heen  an  arrangement  for  neutralising  the  peaty  acids  by 
the  addition  of  lime. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

There  is  a  regular  system  of  sewerage  throughout 
the  township  and  the  bulk  of  the  sewage  is  treated  at  Ksholt 
by  the  Bradford  Corporation  ;  that  from  the  New  Scarboro’ 
area  is  dealt  with  the  Guiseley  U.D.C. 
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Closet  Accomodation. 

Systematic  conversion  into  water  closets  has  beeii 
the  policy  of  the  Council  for  some  years  with  a  view  to  the 
ultimate  abolition  of  insanitary  types  of  privy  accom¬ 
modation.

Schools. 

There  are  2  Schools— the  Elementary  and  Secondary 
schools,  the  latter  being  opened  in  1910.  The  sanitary 
conditions  and  water  supply  at  both  are  good.  There  has 
been  no  closure  by  the  Council  of  infectious  disease  but  the 
County  Authority  have  closed  the  Elementary  Schools  for 
short  periods  through  diminished  attendance  caused  by 
measles. 

Housing. 

The  general  housing  conditions  have  not  been  very 
satisfactory  011  account  of  shortage  with  some  consequent 
overcrowding. 

To  meet  the  shortage  the  Council  have  laid  out  two 
sites — at  Hawthorne  (13  acres)  and  Henshaw  Eane  (4^  acres). 

In  1 921  they  completed  18  houses  011  the  first  of  these 
sites  and  in  1925  commenced  the  erection  of  70  houses  which 
have  to  be  ready  for  occupation  by  August,  1926. 

The  Henshaw  Eane  site  is  being  developed  by 
private  enterprise. 

With  the  completion  of  these  schemes  it  is  antici¬ 
pated  that  any  overcrowding  will  be  largely  remedied. 
Much  of  the  old  property  is  below  the  standard  set  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  regarding  dampness  and  ventilation, 


i ? 
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I  regret  to  have  to  record  that  systematic  inspection 
under  the  Housing  Acts  has  not  been  carried  out  on  account 
of  the  lack  of  time  on  the  part  of  the  Inspector  to  make 
the  necessary  visits. 

By  the  appointment  ofa  whole  time  Sanitary  Inspector 
this  stumbling  block  will  be  removed  and  I  am  looking 
confidently  for  a  more  vigorous  administration  of  the 
Housing  Acts  during  the  current  year.

Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  six  in  number — the  same  as  in  1921. 

All  conform  to  the  bye-laws  and  have  been  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

They  have  been  frequently  visited  throughout  the 
year  at  the  times  of  slaughter,  when  the  meat  has  been 
inspected,  several  carcases  having  been  condemned  in  whole 
or  in  part  mainly  on  account  of  Tuberculosis  and  have 
been  disposed  by  burning  at  Shipley  in  the  destructor.

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It  will  be  noted  that  we  had  no  case  of  Enteric  Fever 
and  only  one  of  Diphtheria  during  the  past  two  years. 

In  1924  we  had  return  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  two 
instances — Saxton’s  Buildings  and  Apperley  Lane — 11  out 
of  the  17  cases  were  in  two  houses. 

Bateriological  specimens  are  sent  for  examination  by 
individual  practitioners  to  the  County  Hall  at  Wakefield. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  Schick  &  Dick  tests 
in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively,  and  110  vac¬ 
cination  has  been  done  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

under  the  Public  Health  (Small-pox  prevention)  regulations 
1917. 


The  only  disease  notified  under  the  regulations  of 
the  7th  of  January,  1919,  was  Pneumonia  and  it  seems 
questionable  whether  the  notifications  of  this  disease  were 
complete. 

Non-Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 


We  had  epidemics  of  Measles  in  1921  and  1925,  and 
also  outbreaks  of  Whooping  Cough  in  the  same  years. 

Inflnenza  was  present  in  all  the  years  except  1921, 
especially  in  1924  when  we  had  eleven  deaths  from  this 
disease. 


In  all  we  had  44  deaths  during  the  five  years  from  the 
non-notifiable  and  the  ordinary  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
as  follows  : —

Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Dear  Sir, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  twenty-eighth  Annual 
Report  on  the  sanitary  administration  of  the  district  during  the 
year  ended  December  31st,  1925. 

Owing  to  pressure  of  other  work  the  systematic  inspection 
of  houses  has  not  been  carried  out.  This  was  explained  to  an 
official  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  through  their  intervention 
the  Council  have  now  decided  to  appoint  a  full  time  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

This  will  therefore  be  the  last  report  I  shall  make  as 
Inspector,  but  as  I  am  continuing  my  appointment  as  Surveyor 
to  the  Council  I  shall  always  be  willing  to  give  you  the  benefit  of 
any  knowledge  of  the  district  which  I  may  have  acquired. 

Nuisance  Inspections. 

Fifty  three  nuisances  have  been  reported  during  the 
year,  making  with  the  five  outstanding  last  year,  a  total  of  fifty 
eight.
